Tangier, Oct. 21. — The first conflict 
between the forces of the rival sultans, 
Abdel Aziz and Mulai Hafld, occurred 
J on Oct. 17, near Hettat, between 
Shawla and Mequlnez, according to 
reliable reports received hero from 
^Iazagan, with the result that a de- 
tachment of troops fighting lor Mulai 
Hafld, the Sultan of the south, and 
consisting of eight regiments under 
Mulai Raschid, and known as tho first 
division, defeated the forces of Abdel 
A/A/., tho sultan of the north, and 
captured Caid Bushta Bagdanl, the 
commaniler-in-chleC of all Abdel Aziz's 
forces In the field, who had with him 
eight pieces of modern artillery, Tho 
favorable effect of the victory on tho 
standing of Mulai Hafld is Incalculable! 

During the nlghtof October 18 somo 
of Mulai Hafid's men made a third 
raid on the custom house at Mazagan 
and seized 100,000 cartridges, and on 
the following night they made a fourth 
raid on the same place and captured 
200,000 more cartridges. 

The first division of the imperial 
troops, consisting of S00 men, destined 
for Mogador, arrived at Tangier to- 
day. Communication with Mogador 
is interrupted. 

The officials at Mazagan have re- 
ceived Information to the effect that 
Mulai Hafld started on October 19 for 
Charab, the district between Tangier 
Rabat and Fez. Hafld has Issued a 
notice to the effect that he guarantees 
the protection of all the foreigners at 
Morocco City, Inviting certain foreign- 
ers who have gone to Mazagan to re- 
turn to Morocco City and resume their 
business there, and ordering his re- 
presentatives to furnish them v/ith 
everything necessary In order to en- 
able them to make the return- trip to 
the capital of the south. Hafld Is 
I showing a strong hand in controlling 
I certain Moorish sects which arc de- 
I manding the proclamation of a holy 
war, to which ho is opposed. 

Some of Raisuli's followers have de- 
serted him and como to Tangier. Tho 
native report of the oceurrenco gives 
as a reason for the desertions that 
Raisuli Is retaliating for the French 
interference In the steps taken fo se- 
cure the release of Caid Sir Henry 
Maclean "intends to kill Maclean by 
Inches." 

The ambushing of a French rooon- 
noltering party while proceeding yes- 
terday from Casablanca In the di.-oc-i 
tion of Taddort, resulting In the killin 
of Captain Jandey and a private of 
the Chasseura d'Afrlque, anil th 
wounding of six men will, it is said, 
result in the resumption of hostllitle 
on the part of the French troops com 
manded by General Drude. 

The Importance of the disturbances 
in the southern part of the empire Is 
proved by the departure from here to- 
day of the French squadron. Tho 
warships are running south under full 
steam. They were mobilized by means 
of wireless telegraphy.

Winnipeg, Oct. 21. — In view of the 
probability that $4,500,000 of city de- 
bentures will have to bo carried over 
until next spring, the promoters of 
several money by-laws tire, beginning 
to fear that the ratepayers will not ap- 
prove of them. - ' 

Already tnc expenditure actually au- 
thorized bv law is as follows: Power 
plant, 53,250,000; gas plant, $000,000; 
Redwood bridge, $200,000; local im- 
provements, $1,500,000; total, $5,550,- 
000. Funds for these have to bo pro 
vided, and in addition the floating in- 
debtedness of the city, represented in 
bank loans, amounted to $3,924,755 01 
October 0. To this amount it is pro 
posed to add another $740,000, as fol 
lows: Bathing station, $100,000; Brown 
and Brant street bridge, $240,000; play- 
grounds, $200,000; abattoirs and stock 
yards, $100,000; conduits, $100,000; to- 
tal, $740,000. 

When this list was shown .0 Acting 
Mayor Davidson, he said that he was 
opposed to the submission of any 
money by-laws at the furthcoming 
municipal elections for the reason that 
the city had enough on its hands at 
tho present moment. "But as far as 
I can learn, there are more money by- 
laws to come," he added. Discussing 
with him tho way in which taxes were 
being paid, ho said that "tho city was 
in good shape, and no better indication 
of this could bo quoted than the fact 
that during October so far no less than 
$1175,000 had been paid in taxes." But, 
although the people were paying their 
taxes promptly he was of the opinion 
that the city debts should not be added 
to until the present situation was 
cleared up somewhat. 

In addition to the largo expenditures 
authorized ho said that they had $1,- 
477,246 in debentures coming due in 
December. To take care of these and 
at the same time pay off the current 
indebtedness was sufUciont for the 
time being without the authorization 
of any further expenditure. 



WINNIPEG'S BONDS. 

Winnipeg, Oct. 21.— James H. Ash- 
down, mayor of AVinnlpog, returned on 
Saturday after a visit to England, and 
Is now In Toronto. Tho mayor has not 
been successful in placing tho Winni- 
peg bonds, and stated that as he ex- 
plained before leaving, he did not go 
to England with the intention of forc- 
ing tho bonds on the London market. 
Ho went there for the purpose of 
studying conditions of the money 
market, and he had come to the con- 
clusion that tho time was not ripe for 
a satifactory sale at a reasonable rate. 
The mayor added that lie had not oven 
offered the bonds, but as a result of 
several Informal talks with the leading 
financial men of Throgmorton street 
ho had come back convinced that It 
would be better to wait until the 
spring before attempting to place the 
bonds. Winnipeg could .afford to wait 
until the present tightness of money 
market lessened.

RUDYARD KIPLING'S VISIT 

Dominion Government's Effort 
to Check Hindu Immi- 
gration 



Ottawa, Oct. 21— Parliament Is 
called to meet on November 2s. The 
sessional programme has not yet been 
mapped out. All the departments have 
been asked to have their reports ready 
for presentation to the house when 
It meets, or very soon after. The es- 
timates are in hand, and the budget 
may bo expected before the Christmas 
holidays. Nothing definite Is heard 
In regard to insurance legislation on 
the report of the commission received 
last session. Mr. Oliver announced 
some time ago that ho was to proceed 
with his land bill, and legislation may 
also bo looked for in connection with 
the extension of the Manitoba bound- 
aries. There Is not likely to be very 
much legislation from the government. 
Of course there will be a grist of rail- 
way legislation, especially from west- 
ern Canada. 

The government has forwarded a 
letter to the Indian Office at London, 
asking that representations be made 
to India looking to the carrying out 
of Canada's request that all possible 
steps bo taken to limit or discourage 
the emigration of Hindus to Canada. 

A plea for men for workers in order 
to develop the national destiny of 
Canada was the theme of Rudyard 
Kipling at the Canadian Club lunch- 
eon this afternoon. Over three hun- 
dred sat down to the meal, which was 
served in the railway committee room 
of the House of Commons, and a hun- 
dred or so more crowded in later. H. 
P Hill, president of the club, occupied 
the chair, having on his right and left 
Mr. Kipling and Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 
Others at tho table of honor were Hon. 
W; S. Fielding, Hon. S. A. Fisher. Hon. 
L. P. Brodeur, Hon. Speaker Suther- 
land, Sir James Grant, Mayor Scott, 
Hon. Mr. Forter (United States con- 
sul general), Col. Hanbury Williams 
and General Lake. 

The Trade of Commerce department 
is advised by Lord Stratheona to urge 
coaches and carriage builders to make 
an exhibit of light carriages and bug- 
gies at the Franco-British exhibition 
In London next year. An Interna- 
tiona! horse show and Olympic games 
will ho held at the same time. 

The Labor department has been ad- 
vised that the dispute between mi- 
ners and company at Hosmer has been 
satisfactorily settled. The striking 
miners at Sprlnghlil, N. S., have noll- 
fide the department that they will re- 
turn to work th.is week If a now board 
of reconciliation under tho Lemieux 
act is appointed to investigate tho 
rates for local stonework, which Is in 
dispute still. The department has ro- 
plled that a new board will be ap- 
pointed after the men return to work, 
provided it is found that the issues 
Involved are not identical with those 
already considered and on which the 
award was made. 

Hon. F. Lemieux will perhaps be 
absent in Japan for six months. He 
will return to Canada via England. 

There was an informal luncheon and 
dinner yesterday at tho Government 
House in honor of Rudyard Kipling.

PRESCMEN'S CONTRACT 

Threatened Strike Held by Court to Be 
a Violation 

Cincinnati, Oct. 21. — The temporary 
injunction against calling a strike by 
the International Printing Pressmen's 
and Assistants' Union tor an eifftit- 
hour day was made permanent today 
by H. S. Judge Thompson, who held 
that such action by union officers 
would be the breaking of a valid con- 
tract. 

An injunction was sought by the 
United Typothetan of American and 
certain publishing concerns in New 
York, Chicago, St. Louis and Massa- 
chusetts to prevent the defendants, 
officers and members of the union, 
from Inciting and carrying on a strike 
which was In effect tho breaking of a 
contract entered into last May and 
running until January 1, 1912. Accord- 
ing to the contract tiie pressmen were 
to have a nine-hour day until January 
1, 1900, when the eight-hour day was 
to go into effect, but the union had de- 
manded t'ne immediate acceptance of 
the eight-hour day. 

When the ease was argued the de- 
fendants raised the question of juris- 
diction, ami the complainants moved 
to amend the petition in certain re- 
spects, to eliminate parties not indis- 
pensable to the suit, which motion was 
sustained today, the court holding that 
it had jurisdiction. That the demand 
by the International union ollicers for 
an eight-hour day prior to the date 
agreed on was violative of the contract 
(was the opinion of the court, but he 
said that they as Individuals could not 
be enjoined from striking. One of the 
points sought by the petition, to en- 
join the paying of strike benefits, was 
suw tallied.

Is 
said to have been some -discussion be- 
tween the clearing house committee 
and tho officers of the latter bank as to 
the necessity of giving it any support, 
it was not found necessary to do so, 
and William V. Havemoyer, tho new 
president of the institution, declared 
that tho bank of North America had 
not arid would not ask ono dollar of 
aid from the clearing house.- 

"The situation," Mr. Havemoyer 
said, "is really far better than expect- 
ed. So far only about $1150,000 has 
been withdrawn. When the bank open- 
ed this morning we had a million dol- 
lars on hand to pay all comers, hut 
only a small percentage was used." 

The fact that the clearing house 
committee regards the. situation as 
serious was shown by the remark of 
a member of the committee that tho 
Mercantile bank's debit balance was 
"unexpectedly large and disconcert- 
ing." The committee 'remained in ses- 
sion the greater part of the day, dis- 
cussing a general plan of procedure 
with regard to nssisrlng such hanks as 
might need help. After tho committee 
had adjourned for tiie day, James N. 
Woodward, president of tho Hanover 
National bank, and chairman of the 
committee, said that conditions were 
improving, and that the committee felt 
eojiial to meeting any emergency that 
might arrlse tomorrow. William Shear- 
er, manager of the clearing house, said 
that the situation was under control, 
that somo of the mose disturbing feat- 
ures had been eliminated, and that 
from this time on there will be a new- 
era in New York banking. 

On the stock exchange the improved 
banking conditions resulted in a rally 
of pronounced proportions the moro 
active issues advancing 2 to !! points, 
with even greater gains in some of tho 
specialties. Part of this advanlago 
was lost later by a Hurry In call loans, 
which' advanced to nine per cent. 

One development today which did 
not tend to ease the prevailing situa- 
tion was the application for a receiver 
for the (inn of Otto Heinze & Co., the 
brokers who were suspended from the 
New York stock exchange last week, 
after a disagreement between that fl-m 
and Gross & Kleeber over the accept- 
ance Of a block of United Copper stock. 
Argument on the motion for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver was deferred 
until Wednesday. 

Late tonight the National Bank of 
Commerce gave 24 hours' notlco to the 
clearing house association, of Which it 
Is a membor, that after tomorrow It 
would no longer clear for the Knicker- 
bocker Trust Co. The directors of the 
National would not comment on their 
action. Thfl National litis for some 
time acted as clearing agent for tho 
Knickerbocker. Following the action of 
the National there was a conference of 
the directors of the Knickerbocker 
Trust Co. at an uptown hotel. Tho 
conference was continued after mid- 
night. In the meantime nothing of 
what wns being done was given out. 

New York, Oct. 22. — Shortly after 1 
o'clock this morning, G. Louis Bossivl, 
one of the directors of the Knicker- 
bocker Trust company issued this of- 
ficial statement from the room In 
which the conference was being held: 
"For reasons satisfactory to Mr. Bar- 
ney, ami witli which the Knickerbock- 
er Trust Co. is in no way Identified, 
Mr. Barney, consulting tho best Inter- 
ests of the company and of himself as 
a stockholder, has resigned as presi- 
dent of. the cmpa ny." 

The conference of the directors of 
the Knickerbocker Trust Co. and of- 
ficials of other prominent trust com- 
panies broke up shortly befrfrt two 
o'clock this morning. Among the fin- 
anciers who were at the conference 
was J. Fiorpont Morgan, a director of 
the Knickerbocker Trust Co., said at 
the close of the meeting that tho trust 
companies of New York had agreed to 
stand by the Knickerbocker and were 
ready to extend aid to the amount of 
$10,000,000 if aid was required.

TO SEPTIC TANK 



Take Legal Action to Oust the 
City From Songhee 
• ; Reserve 



Ju<h as the city has about completed 
the erection of Its septic tank upon 
the Songhees India 11 reserve, there is 
likely to be trouble as to the right o£ 
the corporation to locale that, portion 
of Us drainage plant ui)on the site 
chosen. The city has been served with 
a writ of .summons notifying it that 
the Attorney General of Canada will 
apply for an injunction restraining the 
city from proceeding with the erection 
of cho septic tank or works of a similar 
nature upon the reserve and for a 
mandatory injunction compelling tho 
city to pull down and remove any 
works already so constructed. The ac- 
I tlon is taken' by \V. .11.. Cangley, solici- 
tor for the" attorney general's depart- 
I ment of Canada. 

The clcy has about completed tho 
construction of the septic tank, which 
was expected to be in working order 
I within a comparatively short time. The 
I Indian.? on the reserve have complain- 
ed to the Indian agent and by the lat- 
ter the matter has been brought to the 
attention of the Indian department. 
I Tho Indiana claim that the city has 
! built the tank upon reserve property, 
j though the city will declare that by 
grant of the Dominion government, a 
certain piece of the reserve, on which 
the tank is situated, litis been sot aside 
for public purposes and that the tank 
is situated thereon. The matter lias 
been referred to the city solicitors. 

An application on behalf of Weston 
HIgman, an old man, 70 years of age, 
who has been a resident of Victoria 
for tho past live years, but is now in 
destitute circumstances, to be allowed 
to enter the Oltl Men's Home will not 
tie granted. The application came be- 
fore the city council last night, but It 
was thought that the applicant was 
not entitled to be allowed to enter tho 
homo,' even temporarily, its suggested. 
It was decided that the matter be left 
with the mayor and solicitor. It was 
suggested that if the friends of Mr. 
Higman could raise half the amount 
the balance of the amount required to 
send Mr. HIgman to the Oltl Country, 
where he has well-off trends, could be 
provided by the city. 

A number of petitions from property 
owners for improvements were con- 
sidered. Five ratepayers of the vicinity 
of Camosun and Pandora streets peti- 
tioned for an electric light to be in- 
stalled at the corner of those streets. 
The matter was referred to the light 
committee. Twelve owners on Ilulton 
.street petitioned for a sewer and side- 
walk on that thoroughfare. The peti- 
tion stated: "In regard to the sower 
we petitioned your honorable body last 
winter, and you notified us when the 
new loan passed you would put in the 
sewer, so we till turned out to vote 
for it." . 

Six residents and property owners oh 
Belmont avenue asked for the grading 
of that street, and a like number of 
Gladstone avenue residents asked that 
thtil street be graded- between Stanley 
and Belmont avenues, and ,11 permanent 
sidewalk be constructed within tllo.se 
limits. A granolithic sidewalk on the 
south side of North Pembroke street, 
between Stanley avenue and Houghton 
street, In the Fernwopd section, is ask- 
ed for by a number of residents and 
property owners on that thoroughfare 
and the same request Is made by own- 
csr on Houghton street, between Pem- 
broke and Denman streets. 

The water commissioner and pur- 
chasing agent reported tenders for 
valvos, brass goods ami lead pipe. The 
suggestion that the contract for brass 
goods and lead pipe be awarded to 
Messrs B. G. Prior & Co., for $l,9. r i0 
and $6.89 per yard, respectively, was 
adopted. The contract for the valves 
was allowed to stand over for a week 
until the return of the waterworks 
foreman from his holidays. 

A. W. Jones .executor of the FMnlay-

HALL PRESENTS 
LEAGUE'S DESIRE 



Asks the City Council to Take 
Stand Against Opium 
: Curse 



When Aid. Hall, at last night's coun- 
cil meeting, rose to explain his posi- 
tion In respect to the motion which he 
had given notice he would move, "that 
seeing the universal acceptance of the 
prejudicial effects of the unrestrained 
use of opium, this council memorialize 
the Dominion government to interdict 
the importation, manufacture and sail'; 
of opium except for medicinal purposes," 
the other members of the council were 
apparently under the impression that 
Aid. Hall hud been flirting with the 
Citizens' league. At least when asked 
what his reasons wore for Introduc- 
ing the matter, he explained that hn 
had done so at the request of the 
league, tho other members of the coun- 
cil treated the matter in a light vein. 

This question of the restriction on 
the sale of opium !s no new one in 
civic circles. Last June Aid Gleason 
brought In a resolution, but it was 
stated therein that the sale should be 
limited to druggists. Aid. Hall then 
voted against the proposition, though 
last night he explained that the reason 
he did so.wus because the Dominion 
government has no right to say wheth- 
er druggists shall sell the drug. That 
Is a matter for the Provincial Phar- 
maceutical association to decide. But 
so far as the sale or manufacture of 
the crude opium is concerned the fed- 
eral authorities have the say. Under 
the resolution as proposed by Aid. 
Hall the intention Is to put an end to 
the. Importation or sale of the drug in 
Its crude state thus aiming a blow at 
the use of opium In the Chinese dens 
In Victoria. Aid. Hall admitted that 
he had been asked to introduce tho 
resolution by the Citizens' league* 
Whether the council saw lit to adopt 
the resolution- was a matter, he de- 
clared, that rested solely with that 
body, and his duty ended by present- 
ing the resolution before the council. 

Aid. Gleason read a letter which lie 
had received last June, when- this sub- 
ject had been before the council. The 
letter, which was from the secretary 
of state, acknowledged the receipt of 
a communication from Mr. Gleason. 
and stated that the request of the com- 
mittee would be. taken into considera- 
tion. Aid. Gleason declared that tills 
latest motion was Identical with that 
introduced in June last. To ask for 
prohibition in the sale of the drug ex- 
cept for "medicinal purposes" meant 
that every den in Chinatown could sell 
the opium for that purpose. 

Aid. Hanna suggested that the mat- 
ter be laid over and the mayor could 
talk It over with tile Citizens' league, 
a suggestion which called forth smiles 
of the other aldermen, who seemed to 
think that in view of the approaching 

civic campaign. Mayor Morley, too, 
would have occasion to come into com- 
munication with that body. 

After considerable discussion it was 
finally decided to accept Aid. Manna's 

suggestion and leave th alter for 

further consideration.

TO AN AGREEMENT 



Question of Store Street Track 
is Not Yet Disposed 
Of 



Except in an Incidental manner the 
question of the Store .street agreement 
regarding the laying of tracks on that 
thorough fa re by the E. & X. Railway 
company did not come up for consid- 
eration by the city council last night. 
The city council at its lust meeting 
passed niton the agreement which had 
been refused by Mr. Marpole atal 
thought by adding a clause thereto 
limiting tin; operation of the agreement 
to ten years, the company would be 
willing to accept it with the obnoxious 
clause 15 dropped. Tho reading of the 
letter from the city solicitors to tho 
council, dated in September, which had 
apparently been overlooked and only 
came to light a few days ago, again 
brought tho much mooted Store street 
topic to the attention of the aldermen. 

The letter was In respect to the dif- 
ficulty between the city and the rail- 
way company concerning the closing 
of the old Esquimau road over the 
company's tracks. The matter, in the 
meantime had been referred to "the rail- 
way commission and that body had 
decided In favor of the company, that 
the latter could keep the street closed. 

Aid. Hanna stated to the meeting 
that since tite railway commission had 
delivered its decision he had communi- 
cated with Mr. Marpole and while the 
hitter had said nothing about the Store 
street matter he had intimated that he 
would look into the question of the' 
closing of the old Esquimau road and 
Mr. Hanna thought there was a possi- 
bility that the company would conic to 
terms with tho city. 

At the last meeting of the council, 
Mr. Marpole had refused to accept the 
agreement proposed by the city with 
the objectionable clause 15. The coun- 
cil, on the vote as to wdiether the clause 
should be dropped made an even split, 
Aid. Ross not being present. Tho hit- 
ter, it is claimed had since expressed 
his acquiescence In the agreement with 
the clause dropped, but since the de- 
cision of tho railway commission he 
litis refused to accede to tho company's 
request unless something were done by 
the company to open up the old Esqui- 
mau road. Aid. Hanna is again in 
communication with Mr. Marpole. and 
it is possible that the street closing and 
the Store street track proposition will 
ho closely associated before the ne- 
gotiations have ended. It is probable

GERTAINLY DEAD 



John Sharp, Who Claimed to 
Be Guerilla Chief, Passes 
Away 



John Sharp, can-taker of tho coal 
property of the West Vancouver Coal 
company at Quatsino, who claimed to 
be no less a personage thtin Bill Quan- 
trell, leader of Quantrell's guerillas, 
notorious for their raids in Kansas 
following the civil war, in which war 
included a massacre at Laurence, Kan- 
sas, is dead. News to tills effect was 
received yesterday morning from Quat- 
sino by way of Hardy bay. Report has 
it that his death was due to injuries 
received during a drunken brawl with 
an Indian, but no confirmation of this 
could be obtained last evening. 

Sharp lias been for many years in 
British Columbia, working as logger, 
trapper, and lor the past few years 
being located at Quatsino sound. Some 
months ago a visitor from the southern 
States met Sharp at Quatsino, and 
looking at liim sharply, said: 

"You old rascal, it's you, Quantrell, 
is it?" 

Sharp stated then tilat be was the 
notorious leader of guerillas and that 
instead of having been left dead on 
tho tii-hl after tin! cuctlng up of his 
troop, he had mounted a horse and 
ridden away, going to South America, 
| where he remained until the hue and 
cry following t.,^ misdeeds of Quan- 
trell's guerillas hud subsided, when ho 
came to the middle west, afterward 
working as a cattleman In Oregon, 
from whore he worked north into Brit- 
ish Columbia, being ft logger for some 
years at camps on ti e east, coast of 
Vancouver Island. Then ho became a 
t nipper, and It was while he was trap- 
ping that he moved to Quatsino sound 
whore he was appulnted caretaker of 
tlie coal mines. 

When In his cups Sharp had a habit 
of gripping his guests at tho cabin 
near the Narrows where he lived for 
some years by the arm, and, us though 
to impress them, he would say, "You 
don't know who I am. I'm Bill Quan- 
trell." 

Many accepted his statement, some 
did not.

BLIND TO THE FACTS. 

Tho Liberal newspaper, which tells 
us that tho Conservative government 
"appear to have had no faith In! tho 
potentialities of the region opened by 
the C.P.R.." must be singularly blind 
to the facts of Canadian history. The 
people through whose Instrumentality 
the transcontinental railway was con- 
structed can certainly claim that they 
displayed faith In the future, [f they 
could not impart their faith to the 
World generally, one need hardly be 
'■ surprised, seeing how they failed to 
convince the gentlemen who .sat on the 
opposite side of Mr. Speaker in the 
House of Commons. We have no desire 
tn reflect unfavorably upon the work 
ijono by Mr. Slfton. While we may find 
It Impossible to commend all of the 
methods, which he saw 'it to adopt, 
and while we may question his title 
to the confidence of the public, we 
have not denied, and do not now deny, 
that his immigration propaganda was 
vigorously carried on and produced 
good results, so far as the influx of 
people is concerned. But Mr. Slfton 
was fortunate in the time when he 
came into office. The business world 
was Just recovering from a great 
period of depression. In 1891 east- 
bound trains carried almost as many 
people from the AVest, as westbound 
trains carried from the East. This was 
true not of Canuda alone, but of the 
ivholo United States. There was an 
impression that the West was "play- 
ed out." A leading and highly suc- 
cessful business man of Calgary, in 
conversation with a Victorian, who 
had contemplated settling In Calgary 
in 1891, said: "You never would have 
stayed there, for the next few years 
were heart-breaking." The Prairie 
country had not been proved, Dawson, 
Jlacoun . and others had told of Its 
possibilities, but no one believed them. 
Senator Schultz's committee had made 
a rose-colored report, but it was 
laughed at from one end of the coun- 
try to the other. Men refused to be- 
lieve that the Canadian prairies could 
grow wheat, or even produce beef 
cattle, just as some fifteen years ago, 
prominent Victorians refused to be- 
hove that strawberries could be grown 
on Vancouver Island. It is the same 
everywhere in new countries. There 
are places In Eastern Canada, where 
fine and prosperous .settlements art 
to be found today, and yet upon 
maps of fifty years ago, there was 
written across the land, on which they 
are situated, such words as "waste 
Isincls," "of no value except fur a little 
timber" and so on. The years be- 
tween the construction of tho Canadian 
Pacific and the entrance of .Mr. Slfton 
Into the Department of the Interior 
were years, during which the country 
was being tried, and the surprise is not 
that the proof of its value was so 
long delayed, but that it was avail- 
ablo so soon. We suppose that Mr. 
Edward Blake long ago changed his 
mind about the useiessness of tin- "sea 
of mountains," which he imagined 
British Columbia to be. We sup- 
pose that if Alexander Mackenzie had 
lived until 1896, he would have come 
to share a little of the enthusiasm 
about the AVest, which inspired his 
great antagonist, Sir Charles Tupper. 
If we all knew twenty years ago 
what we know now about our country, 
probably the history of Its develop- 
ment would have boon different. Bui 
it took time for the people of Canada 
to learn what Canada is like; it took 
time for the government of Canada to 
impress a knowledge of the country 
upon the mind of the world at large. 
Of what Mr. Slfton did and what his 
successor has done we hope we arc- 
truly appreciative. Whether it might 
not have, been better done Is a ques- 
tion upon which It is unnecessary to 
onter, but that t.'ie Conservative lead- 
ers showed loss appreciation of the 
potentialities of the West that he did 
13 too absurd a suggestion for any one, 
not blinded by partisanship, to enter- 
valn for a moment.

DOMINION PARLIAMENT 

Tho Dominion Parliament is called 
together for November 2Sth. The new 
departure Inaugurated last year was 
not tpiitc as great a success as It 
might have been, but better results 
may be anticipated this time. The 
break caused by the Christmas holi- 
days Is certain to interfere with busi- 
ness to some extent, yet we think it 
will be found that the new rule will, 
after a time, work out very satis- 
factorily. There can hardly be any 
doubt that this will be the last ses- 
sion of the present Parliament. The 
activity of members in organizing their 
constituencies indicates that they have 
be, mi told that they had better get 
ready. If we are not mistaken there 
have been only two occasions since 
Confederation, when a. Parliament was 
permitted to live out its full term. 
One was during the Liberal regime, 
and the other was the Parliament 
Which expired in 1896. On both of 
these occasions the government was 
defeated at the new elections, which is 
a fact not calculated to inspire other 
premiers with a desire to try the ex- 
periment over again. We anticipate a 
long, tedious, and perhaps acrimonious, 
session. There will doubtless be the 
usual effort on both sides of tho House 
to make campaign material. There will 
be efforts to unearth scandals and ef- 
forts at concealment. We may also 
anticipate something !•» tho way of a 
vote catching policy to lie announced 

by the government.

Satisfaction will be general 
throughout Canada at the announce- 
ment that the operators and the com- 
pany have been able to reach an ami- 
cable arrangement, without engaging 
in any test of strength, such as is all 
too frequently resorted to, to the Inter- 
ruption of the Industrial progress of 
the country. 



the Japaneso government has already 
brought about the dissolution of six 
move irresponsible companies who 
have been ' thriving on Japanese im- 
migration to Hawaii. A number of 
others are expected to collapse under 
tho stricter regulations by the newly- 
formed colonial bureau of the foreign 
office at Tokio, which Is specially 
charged to supervise emigration. It 
is asserted that tho government lias 
ordered that each company shall re- 
strict Its emigration to 35 per month, 
of whom not more than 18 shall be 
men. The Star's correspondent 'says, 
further, that he learns that tho Japa- 
neso government Is also seeking to 
divert the emigration stream to Korea, 
the Oriental Colonial Company being 
formed with tho government's ap- 
proval to purchase Korean waste lands 
for Japanese settlement. Assuming 
that there is some foundation for 
these statements, it would appear 
that, as far as Japan is concerned, 
no obstacle will lie In the way of 
reaching an agreement respecting Im- 
migration from tnat country which 
Will be satisfactory to the people of 
Canada.

Not perhaps as the Gazette puts 
it that Canadians do not regard the Jap-| 
ariese as their equals. In no part of the 
world are the Japanese so highly 
thought of as amongst British peoples. 
But because the customs, the Ideals, the 
manner of life and habit of thought are 
so different their Is no possibility of 
the assimilation of the two races. 



The fact should also prove of value 
that, when the question of the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty was under debate, 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier "replied to the ob- 
jections of the representatives from 
British Columbia with the statement 
that the Jupane.se government bad un- 
dertaken to restrict the immigration of 
Japanese to Canada. The Canadian pre- 
mier made that declaration in entlro 
good faith and it has never been repu- 
diated though the Japanese consul gen- 
eral was presept at the session of the 
house of commons when Sir Wilfrid 
made It and perfectly understood what It 
portended. 

The Japanese government may per- 
haps respond that the undertaking in 
question was but a provisional one and j 
that It was annulled by the formal 
clause of the treaty guaranteeing to 
the subjects of the Mikado the freedom 
of entry to and residence In Canada. 

At all events, however, it is evident 
that the declaration of Kir Wilfrid which 
we have just cited proves that such 
was not tho interpretation that the gov- 
ernment- of Canada, gave to that clause. 
The tnlsu nderstandinir Is therefore pat- 
ent and we. will hope that the diplomacy 
of the Hon. Mr. Leniloax will be able 
to straighten out that misunderstanding 
and" to avoid the painful necessity of 
Camilla's repudiating the treaty. 

Kor the fact that the treaty in nil 
else than this objectionable clause has 
proved of great advantage to the indus- 
tries, tho agricultural sections of Can- 
ada and to its commerce, cannot bo lost 
lost sight of.

RETIRES AFTER AN 

EXTENDED SERVICE 



John Flewin, For Twenty Years in 
Government Employ, Will Go 
Into Business 



Tort R.-'sington, H. C. Oct. 21.— On 
Monday, October 7. John Flewin, for 
over 2i years in the civil service of 
the province of Finish Columbia, and 
for 20 years government agent, magis- 
trate and gold commissioner for the 
Skeena district, w-vored his connection 
with the public service. Mr. Flewin 
was the first government agent and 
commissioner of this, tho largest dls- 
trlctln Brlti3h Columbia, extending 
from the Alaska boundary lino to 
Queen Charlotte sound, and cost as fai- 
ns Bablne lake. When he toolc charge 
of the district It. was entirely unor- 
ganized and ho was tho only govern- 
ment officer north of Coniox. At that 
time the Metlakahtla troubles, cul- 
minating In Rev. Air. Duncan's with- 
drawal from the Anglican church and 
tho province, were in full swing. The 
Indians of the district were then very 
lawless, pwlng to the fearless man- 
ner in which lie discharged tho many 
duties of his office ho soon had the 
district in good shape and had won 
the confidence and esteem of whites 
and Indians alike, and which ho has 
ever since retained. In LSSS, in con- 
sequence of the Hudson Bay agent at 
Hazelton being besieged In the fort 
there, together with several other 
white men and women, Mr. Flewin 
was sent in charge of a party of offi- 
cers to raise the siege, restore, order 
and punish the offenders. This task 
he undertook, going up tho Skeena 
with a, green crow of canoemon at the 
worst stage of water on the Skeena, 
in tho summer time, reaching Hazel- 
ton In nine days, a record trip. In 
three weeks he had restored law and 
order, and so well and diplomatically 
hail hi' done his work that no troubles 
ever occurred with the Indians of that 
section since, until tho Mcintosh mur- 
der took place last summer. .Mr. 
Flewin Intends to remain herd to look 
after his numerous interests In the 
district; and Intends to go Into busi- 
ness In company with his son.

Startling Statement Made Re- 
garding New Westminster 
Population 



New Westminster, B.C., Oct. 21. — 
Tho starling figures are given out by 
the chief of police In regard to tho 
number of Asiatic laborers who either 
work In this city or make this their 
headquarters. Chief Mcintosh gives 
as the approximate number of Japan- 
ese at present It the city as 200; Chin- 
ese, SliO; and Hindus In the vicinity 
of 100. The chief states that the num- 
ber of Japanese will increase from this 
time on as tho fishing season was 
about over, while during last summer 
the city had some 1,100 Chinamen- In- 
side Us limits and over 100 Hindus, 
who gained a livelihood in some man- 
ner in the community. 

It is estimated that Including the 
Asiatics who are engaged in tho lum- 
ber camps in the near vicinity and 
employed as fishermen and in the mills 
at Hillside, that during last summer 
there wore in the vicinity of 2.000 
yellow laborers making this city their 
headquarters. In other words as tho 
population of New Westminster Is said 
to bo approximately 10,000 one-fifth of 
the entire population Is yellow. This 
Is said to bo a much greater propor- 
tion of the city's Inhabitants than that 
of the city of Vancouver and probably 
Is the highest percentage of the yellow- 
race contained in any city of Import- 
ance In the province.

Versailles, Ohio, Oct. 2! . — A Big 
Four train today struck- a hand car 
car on which were 19 Greek laborers, 
killing throe and Injuring live others. 
The train was Immediately stopped to 
caro for the Injured, whereupon the 
uninjured Greeks attacked the train 
crew, but were overpowered.

The rift .within the lute between 
Capt. Oliver and those who dis- 
tnlb'uto the governmental patronage i« 
due to the fact of the captain having 
been ousted from the command of the 
craft and replaced by his son, at the 
Instance of the Port Essington poli- 
ticians. It seems that Cape Oliver 
was offered the command of the new 
Samson by the superintendent of the 
public works department In British 
Columbia, and told meanwhile she was 
being constructed to attach himself 
the old Samson on the Skeena river: 
The Port Essington junta of the Lib- 
eral party wrote to W. Sloan, member 
for the district, asking that a man 
from the district bo appointed to the 
snagboat instead of a man from Vic- 
toria .and Capt. \V. Oliver, son of the 
man in charge, was recommended. Ho 
got the billet, and Ins father got a 
month's pay and came to Victoria to 
await the completion of the new snag- 
boat. 

Ho had refused several billets In 
commercial steamers and Iia3 been 
paying many visits to Hon. W. Tem- 
pteman and others of lace seeking to 
secure payment for the months he has 
been waiting the completion of the 
steamer of which he was .promised 
the command in the writing of the 
head of the department He has failed 
co secure any remuneration for his 
time, and, tailing within the next few 
clays to be recompensed, will probably 
institute proceedings to recover wages.

Patent Biscuit Box. 

To G. P. Cathrea, of Vancouver, a 
United States patent Was Issued re- 
cently mi a display frame for the ex- 
hibit of samples of biscuits and the 
like. The frame is designed to form 
a removable attachment to the box 
in which the goods are packed. At 
present the exhibit of the contents of 
the biscuit box is attained by provid- 
ing a glass front to the box against 
which front the contents nre packed 
in a manner to properly display them. 
While this practise may be satisfac- 
tory for a home trade, where shipment 
is made to any distance the glass 
fronts arc liable io be broken in 
transit or the packing Intended to dis- 
play the contents is disarranged. The 
Inventor overcomes this objection by 
providing ;i light nietal frame within 
which is a glass front and a remov- 
able adjustable back between which 
and the glass articles for exhibit are 
placed and this frame Is furnished with 
means for attachment of it to the box. 
These frames can be packed within the 
box and when il is opened for use the 
display frame is attached to the front. 
The patent was obtained through the 
agency of Rowland Brlttaln, raitenl at- 
torney, of Vancouver.

SODDEN DEATH OF 



Clermont Livingstone, of the 
Tyee Copper Company, 
Dies of Pneumonia

After an illness of less than a week, 
Clermont Livingstone, managing di- 
rector of the Tyee Copper company, 
fthfl one of the mostly highly respected 
<■>£ mining men in the province, died 
Oh Sunday evening at his home near 
Hie mouth of the Koksllah river. Death 
occurred very suddenly, the deceased 
having been in this city little more 
than a week ago. Ho was then suf- 
fering from a severe cold which later 
developed into bronchial pneumonia, 
VVhloh proved fatal. All that medical 
skill could do was done. Dr. Jones, 
of this city, left on Saturday last by 
special train, but could do nothing. 

The late Mr. "Livingstone was horn 
fit Stamlord Hill, Ldndon, In 1850, his 
tuther being a large shipowner. Al- 
though lie never visited South Africa, 
be became interested In the Rand 
tallies in his younger days. 

Fifteen years ago he' came to this 
°lty from London and but a short time 
alter ho acquired the Tyee mine, tak- 
ing it over from the original discover- 
er, a amall development company 
which bo organized became eventually 
the Tyco Copper company. Well known 
in London, ho secured the necessary 
capital In financial centers there to 
phiee the company upon a sound basis. 
Through his efforts the Tyee smelter 
was built and the company was made 
a success generally. He was also man- 
aging director of tho Vancouver Island 
Development company, that Is at pres- 
ent developing claims on Mount Sicker 
and at Koksilnh and which was also 
Hnanced from London. 

Tho late Mr. Livingstone was twice 
married and is survived by a wife, two 
daughters and three sons. Both daugh- 
ters are married and spent part of the 
summer on the island. It was to bid 
them farewell tiiat Mr. Livingstone ac- 
companied them to Victoria last Fri- 
day week. One daughter is Mrs. Whit- 
man, a resident of London, England, 
and the other Mrs. Lancaster, who 
lives In California. A third daughter, 
now deceased, was wife of E. C. Mus- 
fe'i'ave, former manager of tho Tyco 
Copper company. Douglas, one of tho 
sons is now mining In Mexico, while 
the other two, Carroll and Phillip, are 
at home. 

The late Mr. Livingstone, while he 
had but little time t < > devote to the 
matter, had considerable literary abil- 
ity, and in one or two instances sur- 
prised his friends by the finish and 
excellence of bis style. 

Speaking of Mr. Livingstone's death, 
one of the best informed of local min- 
ing men said: 

"Tho death of Mr. Livingstone is a 
distinct loss to tho mining community. 
Ills properties have been the most 
stralght-forwardly managed and 
stralghtly conducted of any In the en- 
tire province nnd bis name has been 
a synonym for straight-dealing. Even 
when it was against his own in ceres t 
and that of bis company he. -has not 
chocked the truth ancPtho re-Shit was 
that capital at home and abroad had 
the fullest measure of confidence in 
him and his judgment."

E. Hodgins, Who Went out to South 
Africa -from Nelson, B.C., with tb c 
Canadian infantry contingent and ser- 
ved throughout tho war, getting a step 
In rank. Major Hodgins served with 
the contingent through all their aC- 
tlvo service, being present at PaardO" 
burg and other engagements, Shortly 
before tho contingent returned to Can- 
ada the major received a post on v.lio 
staff of Sir Percy Glrouard, who did 
such good work with tho railroads l» 
South Africa, and remained In South 
Africa engaged US engineering work 
until his chief left tho country. He 
then returned to Canada and was until 
recently stationed at Kenora as en- 
gineer on the National Transcontinen- 
tal railway. Major Hodgins may lo- 
cate In Victoria, and Is looking over 
the field from an engineer's stand- 
point before coming to a decision.

He says that 
the members of the new government 
are intelligent, well educated men, and 
he thinks they are nicely to make a 
success of things. He does not think 
the war has left an extraordinary 
amount of bitterness behind, though 
tho Boers are averse to discussing it. 
Tins is particularly truo of tho Free 
Staters, who realize that they, made a 
mistake in taking up the Transvaal's 
quarrel In the first place.

According to Information afforded 
the police, Bull and Myers were in a 
sort of partnership under which My- 
ers staked and recorded timber, Bull 
attending to the disposal thereof. The 
pair seom to have been fairly su !Ci3Ss 
ful, but anyhow It is stated that Bull 
sold a number of tbc timber licenses 
thus obtained to John Arbuthnot, of 
this city, receiving the sum of $12,C00 
therefor. According to their agree- 
ment, so Myers alleges, tho latter was 
entitled to receive half of whauaver 
the timber lie staked was sold f j.-, af- 
ter deducting expenses. Myers admits 
having received a small part of the 
money, but says that there : s r. t ill 
$■1,005 coming to him, though the ex- 
act amount may have to be determined 
by an accounting. 

The legal firm of McPhllUps & Heis- 
terman arc acting for Myers, and they 
say that their client's story is that this 
sale to Mr. Arbuthnot was consum- 
mated about three months ago, nnd 
that ever since that time he has been 
trying in vain to get an accou 1 :!ag. 
Finally, according to the story fo.- tho 
prosecution, Bull agreed to meet fr y- 
ers In Victoria at 3 o'clock last Satur- 
day afternoon and settle up wl:h him. 
Myers came over from Vancj 1 'or to 
keep the appointment, but Bull was not 
there, though enquiry revealed the fact 
that he had been In tlio city tho day 
before and had left that morning fcr 
Seattle. 

Believing that Bull was attempting 
to get out of the country Tor gcod 
without handing over the money al- 
leged to be duo him, Myers pLuel tno 
matter in the hands of the police. Af- 
ter much wiring, Chief of Police 
Langley located the man in .-'envtle, 
where he was arrested on S inday 
evening at his request. Detective Pcr- 
due was sent to Seattle yesterday to 
fetch him back, but It is not vet known 
whether he will, fight extradition. 

According to despatches from Scat- 
tie, Bull was accompanied by his wlfo 
and another lady, the party oelng on 
their way to Australia via San Fran- 
cisco when he was arrested. Bull Is 
stated to be a postmaster and owner of 
a general store on Valdez Island In 
British Columbia. Tie la also Mated 
to hay* , been fined $200 for selling 
liquor without a license at the same 
placo. The conviction is said to have 
taken place In 1S09. 

What Bull's defense will be is not 
known, though the despatches quote 
him as being surprised at tho arrest, 
which he says be cannot understand 
unless it is some misunderstanding 
about timber lands.

This 
was, perhaps, first recognized by the 
founder of the Arlon club, who in- 
duced his fellow-citizens who possess- 
ed musical talent to form them- 
selves into a society for the training 
and development of their vocal pow- 
ers.

The Musi- 
cal society and tho Ladies Musical 
club have sinco been formed with sim- 
ilar alms. Tiie good resulting from 
their efforts is apparent to all who 
take an interest in the study and pro- 
duction of music of a high class. 

Is it not possible that there are in 
the city a sufficient number of ar- 
tistic people tile instrument of whoso 
talent is not the voice but the hand 
to form themselves into a society for 
the better development and cultivation 
of that talent whether in the direc- 
tion of painting, drawing, sculpture or 
perhaps needlework. That there are a 
few persons who have achieved suc- 
cess in art living amongst us we 
know. That there may be others, who, 
if given an opportunity of seeing tiie 
works of real artists and of associ- 
ating with those who are imbued witli 
a love of art, would become artists, is 
more than probable. If the influence 
of beautiful surroundings upon the ar- 
tistic temperament of a people counts 
for anything — and the history of art 
shows that it does— then British Co- 
lumbia and especially Victoria, should 
In the future add more than one name 
to the roll of the world's famous 
painters. 

There are many people who would 
he benefited by such a society who 
are not and never will be artists ex- 
cept in tiie sense that they love pic- 
tures. To teacli these people to rec- 
ognize when a picture is really true 
and beautiful would be not the least 
\Uluable part of the work of an art 
association. 

About twenty years ago the 
Woman's Art Association of Canada 
was founded in Toronto. Its presi- 
dent, as many of the readers of the 
Colonist know, is .Mrs. Dlginan. Some 
years afterwards the interest evinced 
by tho Countess of Aberdeen, wife of 
tho Governor General of Canada, In all 
that concerned women, caused renewed 
interest in its work and enlarged its 
scope.

TRIEDJ^ECIPES 

Oyster Soup (Old Maryland Recipe) 

Take two quarts of oysters, wash 
them in their Jtquor and strain the 
liquor; put this on with a seasoning 
of pepper, salt and parsley: Let it 
come to a boil; add the oysters and 
stew for twenty minutes; just before 
taking oft' the fire Stir in a pint of 
milk. If desired, a. little thickening 
may be added; it should cook about 
ten minutes. Many persons use a slight 
flavoring of grated nutmeg. 

Fried Oysters 

Select large oysters, wash and drain 
them; lay on a. napkin to dry. Have 
cracker crumbs well seasoned with 
salt and pepper; roll the oysters in 
egg and cracker crumbs; fry in hot 
lju iter and lard in equal quantities. 

Core Oysters 

One heaping tablespoonful of butter, 
one even tablespoonful of Hour; put in 
a pan and stir until a dark brown; 
pour on tin: liquor of the oysters 
through ;i strainer, stir until it thick- 
ens; then add the oysters and let them 
remain until thoroughly heated. Sea- 
son with salt, pepper and a little sweet 
herbs.

Other cities in which there are two

This may not come to pass in this 
city next season between the manage- 
ments of the Polo grounds and Amer- 
ican league park, but It Is a cinch that 
the rival managements will see the 
great economy of such a move anil 
play on the same grounds in 1008. 
' Of cour.50 there is lots of bitter feel- 
ing yet between the two New York 
clubs, but it is nothing- in comparison 
to what is was when the Yankees tlrst 
broke into this city. 

The flame of animosity lias been 
gradually dying out, year by year, so 
that now there is hardly any ill feel- 
ing at all manifest between thorn, and 
as they are both out for tho money 
there Is in the game, or they wouldn't 
be in II, thoy will see the advantage 
of playing on the same field.

Arc-Oval Table Will Abolish the 
Present Objectionable 
Strokes 



Ottawa, Oct. 21.— The action of the 
Argonaut Rowdng Club in seceding 
from the C. A. A. U., will in all prob- 
ability bring about an astonishing turn 
of affairs in rowing circles. Unless 
the Canadian Association of Amateur 
Oarsmen, which, while not an affilia- 
tion of the C. A. A. u., signifies Us in- 
tention of refusing to recognize that 
body, a National Rowing Association 
will be formed between tho Ottawa 
Rowing Club, the Argonauts and the 
rowing organizations of Montreal. 

It is not necessary to state tho Can- 
adian Henley would bo a very, very 
fourth- r ato regatta if the Argonaut 
entries were pulled out. In fact, It is 
well known that were a new associa- 
tion formed, New York, Philadelphia 
and Baltimore crews would wend their 
way north to compete. The big crew 
of the Philadelphia Barge Club, which 
Is chock-by-jowl with Ottawa's "BJg 
Four," signified their intention of vis- 
iting Canadian waters any time the 
Ottawa held a regatta. It is not im- 
probable Winnipeg a n.d Fort William 
would join with Argonauts and Ot- 
Duluth, Detroit and other United 
States crews. The Middle States Row- 
ing Associatien Invited Harvey Pul- 
ford and the Ottawa Four to compote 
at its regatta on the Schulyikill i fc .st 
August immediately following tho an- 
nouncement that Pulford's entry had 
been turned down by the Henley 
stewards. This shows where the Am- 
erican clubs stand. 

An official of Hie Ottawa Rowing 
Club was approached regarding tin: 
new turn of affairs and talked freely 
on the subject. 

".Must sa ythe breaking away of 
the Argonauts from the ('. A. A. II. 
was a surprise to oarsmen in Ottawa. 
What the Rowing Association will do 
without the big club I do not know, 



as its entries comprised the backbone 
of the regatta at St. Catharines. The 
only salvation in sight for the 
C. A. A. V. Falling in that, ami I 
might say the matter is already Under 
discussion, we will form a National 
Rowing Association with Argonauts 
ourselves and Lachine and Grand 
Trunk of Montreal. 

Toronto Knew of Situation

of the C. A. A. U. admitted that the 
Argonaut Rowing Club's resignation 
from the C, A. A. U. had boon handed 
him.

San Francisco,- Oct. 21. — There. Is a 
probability of a groat revolution in 
the game of English billiards by the 
Innovation of tho oval table, owing in 
a great measure to the fact that the 
English professionals have boon study- 
ing the game of the American and 
French experts, and have attained a 
degree of skill in nursing the balls for 
series of delicate cannons which is 
boring to the spectators and thus tends 
to decrease popular interest in ibe 
game. A further reason f >r the charge 
Is- the development of the anchor 
stroke, which has enabled*" one player 
to make a break of 250,000 and others 
to make such ridiculously large scores 
that all interest in professional con- 
tests is practically' eliminated. 

The English game is played on o 
large table with six pockets, and for 
many players all matches have been 
spot barred, but recent developments 
have proved that this restriction is 
not sufficient anl'lt is now necessary 
to cither follow tho American lead by 
creating prohibitive territories, or elsu 
to alter the whole'tr cory and practice 
of the game by c hanging the form of 
the table. 

This second alternative is now be- 
ing tried in London hy John Roberts, 
the veteran champion, and Weiss, the 
Australian champion, who have been 
recently playing experimentally on an 
oval or, to be more exact an an arc- 
oval table. This table is bounded by 
four arcs of a circle, two large anil 
two small forming the long and the 
short sides respectively. The dis- 
tance from the top pocket on one side 
to the central pocket on the other is 
thus invariably the same, and the an- 
gles of rebound can be calculated with 
a knowledge of the. position of the 
centres of the smaller circles, as they 
depend on the angle between the dir- 
ection given to the ball and the tan- 
gent at tiie polnf where It strikes the 
cushion. The geometry of tho angles 
although more difficult than In the 
case of a rectangular table, is easllv 
conquered by a. player understanding 
tho properties of circles, and is not 
nearly so complex as would lie the 
case with an elliptical table. 

This oval tabic proves to eliminate, 
far as present experience can tes- 
tify, top-of-tablo play, nursery can- 
nons and the anchor stroke, so that it 
accomplished its purpose. An onlook- 
er at the match between Roberts and 
Weiss says that a break of 100 by the 
former otnalncd far more Interest to 
the spectators than HO0 on the ordin- 
ary table. The inventor claims that 
the arc-oval table is to tho old table 
as bridge is to whist, but only further 
experience can determine tho accur- 
acy of this boast. It is more than 
likely that on -further, experimenting 
it wdll bo found better to do away with 
the pockets entirely ami play the Am- 
erican cannon game on the new table,

Capt, Whiteley Files Statement 
of Accident at the Marine 
Department 



CHARMER IS AT ESQUIMAU 



Enquiry Will Be Ordered—Tar- 
tar Will Be Brought to 
Dry Dock 



An official report of tlio collision be- 
tween his vessel and the steamer Tar- 
tar was filed yesterday morning by 
('apt. Whit. 'lev, of the steamer Charm- 
er, with Cc.pt. J. Gaudln, local agent of 
marine, and will l>" forwarded to Ot- 
tawa. It Is expected that an enquiry 
will be ordered Into the accident The 
usual procedure is to appoint a stl- 
ponflary magistrate or judge with two 
nautical as=f>s.=ors. According to the 
report made by Capt. Whiteley the col- 
lision occurred during thick fog, the 
exact location being two miles north- 
West of the Sandheads light. 

The «steamer Charmer was brought 
to Esquimalt on Sunday and is moored 
alongside the wharf of the ISritish Co- 
lumbia Marino railway waiting to he 
hauled out following the Princess 
Royal which is to bo docked to have 
a new blade placed on her propeller. 
Before leaving Vancouver the Charmer 
liod a large Gwynne centrifugal pump 
placed on board, hut It was not re- 
quired, the steamer's collision bulk- 
head being secure and no water being 
made. The bow, as indicated in the 
photograph published on Sunday, is 
badly wrecked, being completely twist- 
ed and broken for a distance of twen- 
ty feet. The watch below, asleep in 
the foc'sle, had a close call. 

Tlio steamer Tartar 'still lies on the 
beach at English bay with the steamer 
Salvor standing by. and wreckers from 
the British Columbia Salvage com- 
pany's vessel are engaged in patching 
the two big hole.! in her port bow. 
Big wrecking pumps are being put on 
board, which will easily keep the 
steamer free. After the temporary 
patches of wood, cement and canvas 
have been made, she will bo brought 
to Esquimau on Thursday or Friday, 
ns soon as tlio drydock, engaged for the 
steamer Notherlee until then, is avail- 
able. The passengers of the Tartar are 
guests at different Vancouver hotels 
awaiting the sailing of the R. Ml S. 
Empress of China on Monday next. 

The officers, of the Charmer state 
that instead of the whistles of the 
Tartar being heard for thirteen min- 
utes previous to the collision, as was 
reported from Vancouver, the whole 
incident transpired in less than four 
minutes. One whistle was heard from 
tiie Tartar, then the Charmer blew 
two whistles as a signal that she was 
Roing to port, and fell off a point. 
Then the steamers crashed. The 
Charmer was going very slow, and her 
engines were reversed when the col- 
lision occurred. 

The survey of the Charmer is to be 
held at onco and tenders for repairs 
invited as soon as possible. The ves- 
sel is insured, the pollcv being ar- 
ranged by the officials at Montreal, and 
the amount of insurance held on the 
vessel is not known here. The Tartar 
Is also insured at Lloyds. 

Work of adjusting the insurance 
claims on the cargo of the Tartar has 
been entrusted to a local 11 nr. and the 
work will be started at once. Owing 
, to the fact that she was not going to 
points beyond Kobe where she was 
to have been transferred to her new 
owners, the Tartar had a small cargo 
considerable of which will not ),.> mucli 
damaged. There are heavy shipment-; 
or pig lead and lumber, am ] the former 
Will not si..:. tain any damage. It is in 
the tore-peak where the vessel is full 
of water. 



PRINCESS ROYAL RETURNS 

Went to Esquimalt to Have New Pro- 
peller— Northern Navigation End- 
ed With Casca's Sailing 



With a blade of her propeller miss- 
ing the steamer Princess Royal reach- 
ed port yesterday morning from Skug- 
way with 185 passengers, many of 
whom debarked at Vancouver, and on 
arrival proceeded to Esquimau to be 
hauled out on the British Columbia 
marine railway to have fitted four new 
blades, at.r^tflgor than those which were 
previously used. The steamer had lost 
a blade of her old wheel on nearly 
every voyage north since she started 
service. She will be floated today. 

News was brought by arrivals from 
the north that navigation had closed 
when the steamer left. The Casea, 
which left White Horse October 11!, 
was the last to leave up river. The 
season, which has just closed, was the 
best on record, tlio passenger business 
being larger than ever. With the ex- 
ception of some shipments of heavy 
pipe, the freight at White Horse was 
all taken up river. 

On the lower Yukon next sumfmer it 
is stated thai all steamers of the 
Northern Navigation Company will be 
converted into oil burners. < « 1 1 for the 
vessels, which previously have' burned 
wood, will be carried to St. Michael 
by tank steamers anil siphoned to the 
holds of the river steamers. 

Passengers on the Princess Royal 
say there is a remarkable difference In 
the weather here and at Skagway. A 
blizzard raged at Skagway shortly be- 
fore the steamer sailed.

TEES FROM WEST COAST 

Foggy Weather Prevents Steam Whal- 
ers From Getting Large Catches 
Off Barkley Sound 



On Thursday last, Mrs. Croft, the 
keeper of the Discovery island light- 
house, observed a small boat with it 
single occupant stranded on the rocky 
shore lino a. short distance away, and 
hastening down to the beach found 
an old man named Steverson. He was 
very weak and almost unconscious. 
Summoning help, -Mrs. Croft had the 
old man conveyed to the lighthouse, 
where ho was given nourishment and 
warm clothing. When ho had recov- 
ered sufficiently to talk he said that 
trevlously, lie and another 
in a small boat, set out 
fishing in the neighborhood, of San 
Juan Island. They separated in the 
heavy fog, and had lost his bearings 
completely. lie pulled in every dir- 
ection in the hope of striking and, 
until he became exhausted, when he 
was compelled to give up in despair 
and let tho boat drift. He suffered 
greatly from hunger and thirst and ex- 
posure, and would not have lived 
much longer when he was fortunately 
sighted from the lighthouse. 

.Mrs. Croft kept hhn tit the light- 
house for two days, tit the end of which 
time he had recovered sufficiently to 
enable him to make the trip to his 
home on Lopez Island. Ho is very 
grateful to Mrs. Croft for her very 
timely assistance and kind treatment. 

During the fog another fisherman 
had a trying experience and was pick- 
ed up by the stenmer Oscar. He had 
started alone from James bay tit 2 
o'clock Monday afternoon, In a small 
dingy, the sun at the time being shin- 
ing brightly. Soon after getting be- 
yond Brochie ledge, however, tlio fog 
shut down and after rowing for sev- 
eral hours the fisherman became lost. 
Night came on, and the fog shut down 
thicker. At 8.30 p.m. he heard the 
sound of engines and by shouting at- 
tracted the attention of those on board 
the steamer Oscar, which picked hint 
up and took his little boat in tow.

At Fiddle reef the lightkeeper 
is provided only with a. hand fog al- 
arm and he has had a busy lime 

pumping out warnings when shipping 
seemed In danger.

Oil of various kinds is so 
plentiful in California thai the pursuit 
of the sperm Whale is quite, unprolit- 
nble. 

Tho bone whale has become so 
scarce in Northwestern waters that 
tb.- risk Is not worth chancing. The 
whaling steamer Narwhal, by fur the 
most successful whaler of lato*tlmes, 
only caught fifteen whales in h$- three 
years' stay in the Arctic, others of 
the fleet hardly caught anything worth 
mentioning. 

Tho expense of outfit, together with 
the uncertainty of the catch, has de- 
cided those following. the occupation to 
leave I be Pacific and go to the Atlan- 
tic coast and whale In Hudson Bay 
for the future. 

QUADRA IS COMING 

Another Inbound Steamer Passes Lag- 
gard Government Vessel 

The Quadra is coming from Prince 
Rupert, where two months ago she 
went to Instal two gas beacons. The 
tug William Jolllffe, which returned, on 

Saturday after placing a gas beacon 

on Vancouver rock, sighted the Quadra 
off Ivory island when bound north, and 
after Installing the- buoy sighted the 
government steamer forty miles away 
sheltered at Safety cove, still on the 
way here.

The 
vessel will be 3!KS feet long, 50% feet 
beam and 21 feet depth.

The United Slates hydrographic 
office at Port Townsend reports that it 
has received a report fro'm Capt. Berg- 
man of the bark Sea King that on 
September -1, 1907, in latitude N. 53.06, 
longitude W. 164.15, he sighted what 
was apparently a vessel bottom up, 
about 30 feet long on the water's edge 
and round topped to a height of about 
10 feet. Captain Bergman passed 
two miles to leeward of the derelict, 
the charncter of which It was impos- 
sible to make out owing to drizzling 
rain and a strong 13. X. B3. wind. This 
Is dangerous to navigation. 

Tho port of Newcastle, New South 
Wales, is to be equipped with an Am- 
erican device for the quick loading of 
coal cargoes at a cost of $350,000. The 
contract was placed through a Bon- 
don company, and Includes four du'mp- 
Ing machines each capable of shipping 
(100 tons tin hour as compared with 100 
tens tin hour when done by cranes. 

With a cargo of coal from New- 
castle trie steamer Quito reached San 
Francisco on Sunday, 

The steamer Setos of the Kosmos 
line arrived at San Francisco on Sun- 
day with the steamer Derdoreh In tow.

A committee was appointed al the 
regular weekly meeting of tho Asiatic 
Exclusion league In Labor hall last 
evening to draft a series of resolutions 
expressive of the league's attitude on 
the question of oriental immigration. 
These will bo submitted to the league 
at Its meeting on Monday evening 
next for their approval and will then 
be forwarded to Sir Wilfrid Lnurlor, 
premier of Canada, and lion. Richard 
McBrido, premier of British Colum- 
bia. 

A number of speeches were delivered 
by members of the league, and peti- 
tions containing .some six hundred 
signatures, which will later be for- 
warded to the governments of the 
province and the Dominion were 
handed in to the secretary. II was 
arranged that members of the society 
should be stationed at various corners 
on Government street on Saturday af- 
ternoon next to obtain the signatures 
of passersby to the same petition. The 
attendance was not quite as large as 
on the evening of the previous meet- 
ing but some seventy - live persons were 
in the hall. 

'I'll- president of the league John 
Jardine. M.P.P. for Esquimau, pre- 
sided. 

Those who had taken petition blanks 
to obtain signatures rendered informal 
reports of the progress they had made. 
Some of these proved InteresUng. 

G. II. Locke Informed tho meeting 
that tho clergy of the city were op- 
posed to the attainment of the purpose 
Which Hi.' league had in view. lie 
instanced the attitude of Rev. G. K. 
B. Adams and Rev. T. W. Gladstone 
In support of this contention. 

Mr Adams had preached against it. 
and in the words of a hearer, Mr. 
Lock-; stated, had advocated that in- 
stead of excluding the Japanese each 
Christian should take a Japanese up- 
on his back and carry him to Christ. 
To leave no doubt as to the attitude 
of Mr. Adams on tlie matter the speak- 
er had called upon the reverend gentle- 
man yesterday morning and had asked 
him to sign the petition. Air. Adams 
had stated that while he sympathized 
with the league he as the agent of the 
.Methodist church and connected witli 
the Japanese mission could not affix 
his signature to the petition. He had 
slated when invited to be present at 
tl.e league meeting thai engagements 
prevented his coming. 

Similarly the speaker .Mr. Locke, had 
called at the Y.M.C.A. to see Rev. A. 
J. Brace. He had hardly gone to the 
oflice when he encountered a number 
of people he knew. He asked them to 
sign tho petition. They had refused, 
and had argued with them. Rev. Mr. 
Gladstone had joined them and though 
out numbered he believed thai ho had 
not gone away with his hill between 
his legs. He had not seen Rev. Mr. 
Brace. 

.1. C. Watters was the next speaker, 
fie wanted to know who was to blame 
for the non-enactment of the Natal 
act or rather the so-called Bowser bill. 
There were those who stated that Hon. 
Mr. Bowser was not sincere In his de- 
sire to have that bill become law, and 
that the government had merely played 
for the vote of the labor men. 

He did not know whether the gov- 
ernment was sincere or not sincere In 
its desire to have that bill become law 
but he could propose a very simple 
test. He would move that the mem- 
bers for Victoria city, Pr< mier Mc- 
Brldt and the others, should resign 
in a body as a protest n ;ain.-t the 
vetoing of the bill by Lioe.tsnant Gov- 
ernor Dunsmuir. It was t:'-t alone the 
worldrigmen of British ■ 'tnbla who 
desired to see tin- Japa.v .e and other 
orientals excluded. It v. the wnrfc- 
Ingmen of the Dominion. rhere was j 
no need of educating tho asl. That j 
had been demonstrated at the recent j 
congress of the trades and labor coun- I 
eils of Canada at Winnipeg. In con- 
elusion Mr. Walt, rs moved the formal j 
re solution : 

"That this league call 011 the Hon. i 
Richard McBrido and the members for 1 
the city of Victoria to resign their 
seats as a protest against the vetoing! 
of tho Bowser bill." 

'i'hc motion was seconded by .1. I.. 
Fraser. .Mr. Fraser was apparently of 
the id. 'a that the motion had refer- 
ence to the member for the Dominion 
house of commons as well as the local 
members of the legislature for he In- 
stanced the fact that of the seven 
members for British Columbia only 
one member, J. D. Kennedy, of New 
Westminster, had raised a dissenting 
voice to the treaty with Japan which 
had authorized the entry of the Japa- 
nese. The oilier six members, includ- 
ing Ralph Smith, "the worklngmen'a 
friend," had been silent and had blind- 
ly followed the lead of .Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler. 

In endorsing the motion another 
gentleman whose name could net be 
learned, stated that he though! the lo- 
cal league had not been forcible 
enough in Its expression of opinion. 
II.. thought that the effigy of the lieu- 
tenant governor should be burned hi 
this city. 

At this moment Chairman Jardine 
interrupted the speaker. He pointed 
out. the necessity for proceeding by 
constitutional methods to attain the 
league's objects. Nothing could be 
gained by acting in the manner men- 
tioned. 

The previous speaker though of the 
same opinion still, consented to with- 
draw the suggest ion. 

Mr. Argylo was the next speaker 
He took exception to the motion. He 
thought it could do little good. It 
would serve to bring ridicule upon the 
heads of the league. The league con- 
sisted of lis members. It could not 
claim to represent the opinions of the 
2,000 odd voters of Victoria. The mo- 
tion did not ask the Ottawa members 
lo resign and yet when the bill which 



was Incidentally the cause of. the en- 
tire trouble hail been before the Do- 
minion house but one member front 
British Columbia ln;.il opposed its pas- 
sage or littered a warning note. Ralph 
Smith, who had sjo boldly opposed the 
entry of the Chinese, and who had 
been instrumental in having the ex- 
clusion act become law, had been si- 
lent. It was inconsistent. 

After a short rejoinder from Mr. 
Watters, who thought that the league 
was as much entitled to consideration 
as the Hoard of Trade and the Prop- 
erty Owners'- association, Air. Jardine 
gave a short exposition of his view 
of the situation regarding the Bowser 
bill. The Bowser bill had been vetoed 
by the lieutenant governor because he 
had noticed an error in the act, which 
adventently or inadvertently had crept 
in. rind the representative of tho 
crown in British Columbia, not wish- 
ing to see a bill become a law Which 
would make legal the entry of Japa- 
nese, had exercised the powers vested 
In ills office. 

Mr. Jardine suggested, however, that 
tho motion be dropped', and that it be 
left to the committee on resolutions to 
Incorporate this witli the other views 
tind suggestions of the league. The 
suggestion was adopted. 

One gentleman in the course of the 
meeting stilted that the league had not 
the sympathy of the papers of Victoria 
and made the statement that the Col- 
onist had editorially opposed the 
league and had endeavored to dis- 
credit it. Mr. Jardine referred to the 
presence of a Colonist reporter as a 
somewhat different omen and asserted 
his belief that any report of the pro- 
ceedings of the league which that pa- 
per would print, would be a fair one. 

The league, adjourned to meet next 
Monday night, and prior In dispersing 
a number of new members were en- 
rolled. 




Pneumonia Proves Fatal to a 
Popular Citizen of Victoria 
at Shavvnigan 



The death of Harry M. Yates, of 
this city occurred at Shawnlgan lake 
on Sunday morning last after a short 
attack of pneumonia. The late gen- 
tleman had been forced by declining 
health to give up business and at the 
commencement of the summer just 
past, he moved to the lake in the hope 

that he might there recuperate. A 
severe cold contracted a few days ago 
developed Into pneumonia which sud- 
denly proved fatal. 

The late Mr. Yates was born in this

Si,- — Permit me to reply to the con- 
tentions contained in -Mr. W- H, La,ng- 
ley's letter. 

It is admitted that the property own- 
er's on Government Street have a grie- 
vance, In that"~part of the work for 
which they paid, namely, the laying ot 
the wootl blocks, was not properly done, 
for which neither the property owners 
or the present council are. to blame. 

As regard neglect to repair, it would 
have been throwing good money after 
bad to patch with new blocks as examin- 
ation proved the whole blocking to be 
rotten. So far from the asphalt filling 
going a failure, it was a pronounced 
success as a temporary measure. 

The contention that the property 
owners since once having paid their 
share of a work of local improvement 
are forever exempt from any further 
direct charge thereon, and that the city 
must thereafter keep the same in repair 
out of general revenue, is not well 
taken, and is contrary to, and destruc- 
tive of the whole principal of the local 
improvement system. 

The wording of the Municipal Clauses 
Act plainly means that all works con- 
structed under local Improvement plan 
shall he thereafter kept in repair by 
the city (during the life of the work, 
or in other words until such work has 
to he replaced or remade). If this were 
not so the local Improvement system 
would die out naturally in a very few 
years and revert again to the old system 
of all work being done, both new and 
repairs out of general revenue. 

Those objecting on principal to follow 
out the local improvement plan to the 
full are overlooking the fact that since 
tho council has adopted the same for 
all new work the Govt 
property owners are not
